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U.S., Iran Meet in Rare Talks 


‘Businesslike’ meeting yields agreement on seeurity policy 


BAGHDAD I The United States and Iran broke 
a 27 -year diplomatic freeze Monday with a 
four-hour meeting about Iraqi security. The 
American envoy said there was broad policy 
agreement but that Iran must stop arming 
and financing militants who are attacking 
U.S. and Iraqi forces. 

Iranian Ambassador Hassan Kazemi 
Qomi told The Associated Press that the 
two sides would meet again in less than a 
month. US. Ambassador Ryan Crocker said 


Washington would decide only after the Iraqi 
government issued an invitation. 

The talks in the Green Zone offices of Iraqi 
Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki were the first 
formal and scheduled meetingbetween Iranian 
and American government officials since the 
United States broke diplomatic relations with 
Tehran after the 1979 Islamic Revolution and 
the seizure of the US. Embassy. 

The American envoy called the meeting 
“businesslike” and said at “the level of policy 


and principle, the Iranian 
position as articulated by 
the Iranian ambassador 
was very close to our own.” 

Crocker declined to 
detail what Kazemi had 
said in the session, but the 
Iranian diplomat — former- 
ly a top official in the elite 
Revolutionary Guards Quds Force — said he 
had offered to train and equip the Iraqi army 
and police to create “a new military and secu-

Researchers Find Possible 
Antibodies for Bird Flu 

Blood donatedby four survivors ofbird 
flu seems to harbor a potent protec- 
tion against the deadly virus. Scien- 
tists have long suspected that culling 
immune-system molecules from sur- 
vivors could provide a new therapy 
for the hard-to-treat H5N1 flu strain. 
On Monday an international team of 
researchers reported the first evidence 
that it really may work. 

If the research pans out, it could 
be possible to stockpile these anti- 
bodies as an additional way to treat

In somber address, 
president resolves to 
sueeeed in Iraq war 

ARLINGTON, VA. | President Bush on 
Monday honored U.S. troops who 
have fought and died for freedom 
and expressed his steely resolve 
to succeed in the war in Iraq. “As 
before in our history, Americans 
find ourselves under attack and 
underestimated,” he said. 

Bush marked his sixth Memorial 
Day as a wartime president with a 
somber speech at Arlington Nation- 
al Cemetery. He said he hoped the 
United States will always prove wor- 
thy of the sacrifices fallen troops 
have made, and recognized the grief 
suffered by families and friends of 
troops killed in war, most recently 
in Afghanistan and Iraq. 

“Now this hallowed ground 
receives a new generation of heroes 


— men and women who gave their 
lives in places such as Kabul and 
Kandahar, Baghdad and Rama- 


di,” he said. “Like those who came 
before them, they did not want war, 
but they answered the call when it 


came. They believed in something 
larger than themselves. They fought 
for our country, and our country 
unites to mourn them as one.” 

Members of the armed forces 
carrying rifles fitted with bayonets 
stood at attention as Bush’s motor- 
cade wended its way through rows 
of white tombstones. 

Bush spoke under overcast skies 
at a marble amphitheater after he 
laid a wreath of red, white and 
blue flowers at the Tomb of the 
Unknowns and stood, his hand 
over his heart, during a drum roll 
and the playing of Taps. First lady 
Laura Bush watched the ceremony 
with relatives of fallen troops. 

“Our enemies long for our 
retreat,” Bush said. “They question 
our moral purpose. They doubt our 
strength of will. Yet even after five 
years of war, our finest citizens con- 
tinue to answer our enemies with 
courage and confidence.” (ap)

Rescuers Fear for Whales

Animals are lingering 
in area of Calif, river 
that is full of traffie 

RIO VISTA, CALIF. | Two whales lost 
in the Sacramento River encour- 
aged biologists Monday by making 
progress toward their ocean home, 
but then abruptly halted their jour- 
ney at a busy bridge. 

Unlike the relatively narrow 
section of the river where the two 
had lingered for the past week, the 
whales were in a holding pattern 
in a much wider waterway teem- 
ing with traffic. 

The shift came after an encour- 
aging spurt in which the pair trav- 
eled about 24 miles in 24 hours. 
They were first spotted May 13 
and got as far as 90 miles inland 
to the Port of Sacramento before 
turning around. 

The mother humpback whale 
and her calf were seen Monday 
morning near the Benicia-Marti- 
nez Bridge, about 45 miles from the 
Pacific Ocean, said Carol Singleton 


of the Governor’s Office of Emer- 
gency Services. 

Biologists hope that getting the 
whales into more brackish water 
after more than two weeks in the 
river could help ease the physical 
strain they have suffered from long 
exposure to freshwater. 


Scientists were particularly con- 
cerned about lesions that appeared 
on the humpbacks’ skin over the 
weekend. The humpbacks’ long 
exposure to freshwater has led to 
skin damage, making them vulner- 
able to germs they would not face in 
their native saltwater habitat, (ap)

Steroid Bill Heads 
To Texas Governor 


State s prep athletes 
may face mandatory 
drug testing this fall 

AUSTIN, TEXAS I High school ath- 
letes in Texas could face mandato- 
ry random steroid testing starting 
this fall under legislation approved 
Monday and sent to the governor. 

If Gov. Rick Perry allows the 
bill to become law — he has not 
publicly expressed any opposition 
— the state could begin testing tens 
of thousands of students at the start 
of the coming football season. 

“It will help secure healthy and 
safe lives for our young people,” 
said Republican Rep. Dan Flynn, 
the House sponsor of the measure. 
“Coaches, parents and fans are going 
to appreciate it.” 

The Texas House of Represen- 
tatives voted 140-4 to send the bill 
to Perry. It requires the state to pay 
for testing, rather than force schools

Couple Face 3-Year Prison

A couple who sought legal protec- 
tion from harassment were separat- 
ed and sentenced to three years in 
prison Monday for lying to a Paki- 
stani judge that surgery had turned 
one partner into a man. Shumail 
Raj, who was born female but had 
breast- and uterus -removal oper- 
ations 16 years ago, and Shahzina 
Tariq, who were married last year, 
had approached the court for protec- 
tion against harassment by Tariq’s 
relatives.

Labor leader hopefuls 
pledge to ehallenge 
PM Olmert s eoalition 

JERUSALEM I Israel’s Labor Party 
voted for a new leader Monday, 
narrowing the field to two men who 
have pledged to bring down Prime 
Minister Ehud Olmert’s government, 
preliminary results showed. 

With votes still being counted 
early Tuesday, the race between for- 
mer Prime Minister Ehud Barak 
and political newcomer Ami Ayalon 
was too close to call. Neither man 
appeared poised to win the neces- 
sary 40 percent needed for an out- 
right victory, setting the stage for a 
June 12 runoff. 

Labor has served as the junior 
partner in Olmert’s government. But 
Barak and Ayalon are expected to 
shake up that alliance. Both have 
called for Olmert’s resignation in the 
wake of a highly critical report on 
last summer’s war in Lebanon. 

Ayalon has pledged to lead the 
centrist Labor out of its year-old 
partnership with Olmert if the 
prime minister’s Kadima Party 
doesn’t choose a new leader. 

Barak has said he would serve 
temporarily in an Olmert govern- 
ment, while also pushing for early

Fairfax’s Poor Strug^ing 


Report: 10 percent 
in county live below 
self-sufficiency limit 

FAIRFAX, VA. | A new report shows 
that tens of thousands of residents 
live below a self-sufficiency standard 
in Fairfax County, one of the wealthi- 
est counties in the nation. 

The Fairfax County Commu- 
nity Action Advisory Board, which 
released the report, said many low- 
income residents in the Washing- 
ton suburb are struggling, unable 
to pay for health insurance and 
finding it difficult to locate afford- 
able housing. 

John Ruthinoski, an analyst in 
the county’s Department of Family 


Services who worked on the report, 
said the report is “a starting point to 
remind policymakers we have poor 
people here in Fairfax County.” 

At $94,610, Fairfax County has 
the second-highest median house- 
hold income among U.S. counties. 

The commonwealth of Virgin- 
ia, using a self-sufficiency stan- 
dard created by the District-based 
Wider Opportunities for Women, 
estimates it would take a Fairfax 
family about $63,000 in income 
in 2006 to support two adults, a 
preschooler and a school-age child 
without government assistance. 

More than 100,000 residents in 
Fairfax, or more than 10 percent of 
the population, live below that self- 
sufficiency standard, according to 


the report. 

The report also revealed that 
requests for county assistance 
have been climbing. For example, 
demand for Department of Family 
Services programs has risen 70 per- 
cent since 2001 — mostly for Med- 
icaid and food stamps. 

During that period, the caseload 
for both program grew by thousands 
of residents because of increasing 
population and state and federal 
policy changes that qualified more 
people for assistance, said Juani 
Diaz, director of the department’s 
self-sufficiency division. 

“Sometimes I wonder how much 
longer we’re going to be able to do 
this without impacting the quality 
of service,” Diaz said, (ap)

A Chorus for Callum 



Indie-rock luminaries 
team up to help child 
with new benefit CD 

MUSIC I “You’ve just got to put on 
that surgical mask and wash your 
hands a lot.” 

J. Robbins isn’t talking about a 
medical procedure. The 39 -year- 
old music producer is talking about 
the precautions he and wife, Janet 
Morgan, must take when either of 
them gets sick around their 16- 
month-old son, Callum. 

Callum was just 7 months old 
when he was diagnosed with spinal 
muscular atrophy. The condition 
short-circuits the brain’s ability to 
communicate with the body’s mus- 
cles and stifles development. Half of 
babies born with this condition don’t 
make it past their second year. 

Rather than wallowing in the 
horror of this statistic, Robbins and 
Morgan are aggressively fighting for 
their son’s life. They’re seeking treat- 
ment at places outside the medical 
mainstream that are already yield- 
ing positive results. “There’s a grow- 
ing sense of him inhabiting his body 
more,” Robbins said. 

And while this means progress for 
Callum, it also translates into “outside 
insurance coverage” — which is where 
“For Callum” comes in. 

The indie music scene has been 


rallying to help with Callum’s med- 
ical costs. Shows have been held 
on his behalf from to New York to 
Minneapolis, as those Robbins and 
Morgan have worked with over the 
years step forward to lend a hand. 
Zach Barocas brainstormed anoth- 


er way to help his former Jawbox 
bandmates: a benefit album. 

After making a lot of phone calls, 
Barocas pulled together “For Cal- 
lum,” which features 32 tracks from 
names like Mission of Burma and 
Jawbreaker. 


“A cure for Callum means a cure 
for many children,” says Barocas. 
“The ripples of an effort like this 
cannot be underestimated. So, if 
all you have to do to help is buy a 
terrific record, whose contributors 
represent the last twenty years of 
several kinds of rock music bound 
together by love and respect for 
Janet, J. and Callum, that seems 
a simple and easy move.” 

Former Jawbox bassist and DeSo- 
to Records President Kim Coletta 
agrees. Her latest release, “Play,” is 
dedicated to Callum. “He’s the sweet- 
est, brightest kid,” she said. 

And to bring the effort full circle, 
some tracks on “Play,” an indie-rock 
take on kids’ tunes that benefits two 
youth music charities (Seattle’s Vera 
Project and D.C.’s Patricia M. Sitar 
Center for the Arts), were recorded 
by Robbins. 

One of those songs was “The 
Grizzly Jive” by D.C. favorite Geor- 
gie James. 

“That was actually the first time 
I recorded with J.,” recalls James’ 
John Davis. “I’ve known him for 
years and have always wanted to 
record with him.” 

Was Callum around for the ses- 
sions as an adviser? 

Robbins laughs. “In gen- 
eral, we’ve been trying to keep 
him away from loud noise.”

Hosseini’s follow-up 
to The Kite Runner’ 
is a gripping triumph 

BOOK I Mariam is a loathsome crea- 
ture — the out-of-wedlock daugh- 
ter of a wealthy businessman and 
his uneducated maid. 

She grows up an outcast in a 
shantytown near Herat, Afghan- 
istan, in the 1960s, forced into 
marriage at 15 to a misanthrope 
25 years older. 


By contrast, Laila is the preco- 
cious daughter of progressive, mid- 
dle-class parents. She grows up in 
cosmopolitan Kabul in the 1980s, 
quoting poets and mingling with 
academics, who say the only merit 
of Soviet occupation is that girls 
may attend school. 

The sad intersection of Mariam 
and Laila’s seemingly disparate lives 
is the basis for “A Thousand Splen- 
did Suns,” an evocative and engross- 
ing new novel by Khaled Hosseini, 
the Afghan-American author of the

best-seller “The Kite Runner.” 

Fans of “The Kite Runner” might 
fear that Hosseini won’t live up to the 
high bar of his debut novel. At first 
glance, “Splendid Suns” sounds like 
a chick lit knockoff of “Kite Runner.” 
But the good news is that “Splen- 
did Suns” exceeds every expecta- 
tion. This tough-to -put- down book 
leaves even a jaded reader crying, 
wincing and gasping at Laila and 
Mariam’s agony — and triumphing

The green movement 
is giving new life to 
the manual mower 

Powerful, loud mowers have been 
king of the lawn for decades. But 
now contraptions that couldn’t cut 
butter without a good shove are qui- 
etly — really quietly — making a 
comeback. 

Manual lawn mowers, long 
the 9 8 -pound weaklings of the 
tool shed, are pushing their way, 
or, more accurately, are being 
pushed, around more yards all 
over the country. 

“It’s phenomenal,” said Teri 
McClain, inside sales administra- 
tor at the 112 -year- old American 
Lawn Mower Co. in Shelbyville, 


Ind. “Sales continue to rise every 
year.” 

Phenomenal might be a lit- 
tle strong. Exact statistics aren’t 
available, but McClain estimates 

350.000 manual mowers are sold 
in the United States each year — 
most made by her company. That is 
just a fraction of the 6 million gas- 
powered walk-behind mowers that 
hit the market last year. 

Still, that number is about 

100.000 more than were sold just 
five years ago and seven times as 
many as the estimated 50,000 a 
year sold in the 1980s, McClain 
said. 

According to buyers and sell- 
ers, the resurgence of these quaint 
reminders of yesteryear is due most 
notably to growing environmental 
concerns about energy usage and an 
increasing number of women who 
do the mowing. 

“I’m not a tree hugger, but I think 
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we all should think about being 
more environmentally friendly 
and leaving less of a footprint on 
the world,” said Ben Kogan, a Chi- 
cago architect who started using 
his new mower this spring. 

“It’s an introduction into green 


gardening and a more green life- 
style,” said Jim Grisius, 45, of 
Homewood, 111. 

And the mowers provide one 
way to respond to pollution from 
gas -powered mowers, not to men- 
tion the warnings from at least one 


former vice president. 

“I definitely see a bigger selec- 
tion of people all the time, especially 
since the A1 Gore movie [An Incon- 
venient Truth’],” said Lars Hund- 
ley, the owner of Clean Air Gar- 
dening, a Dallas-based gardening 
equipment retailer. 

The mower also is appealing

because it is inexpensive — around 
$200 — and so simple to use and 
maintain. 

With the use of lighter metals and 
plastic, the mowers are a lot lighter 
than the heavy iron and wood models 
some baby boomers remember push- 
ing around for a measly 50 cents an 
hour. But it works pretty much the 
same way it always did: Just push 
it and it cuts. 

“I don’t have to worry about gas, 
repairs and getting it started,” said 
Eric Skalinder, a 35 -year- old Chi- 
cago teacher, donbabwin(ap)

Fred Franzia wants 
to bring his brand of 
wine to the masses 

Round and round they go, hundreds 
of bottles of Two Buck Chuck rat- 
tling and clinking their way toward 
a big machine that deftly fills, corks 
and seals each one in a rhythmic 
dance of metal and glass. 

It has been five years since the 
first of these amazingly cheap 
chardonnays and cut-price cab- 
ernets started rolling off the line, 
released by maverick vintner Fred 
Franzia under the formal label of 
Charles Shaw wines. 

Three hundred million bottles 
later. Two Buck Chuck is still selling, 
and Franzia is still preaching his 
message of wine for the masses. 

“We’re not out to gouge people,” 
says Franzia. “What I would like 
to see is every consumer be able 
to afford to have wine on the table 
every day and not feel insecure 


about it.” 

Last year. Two Buck Chuck — 
available only from the Trader Joe’s 
grocery chain and priced at $1.99 
in California, hence its nickname 
— accounted for at least 8 percent 


of California wine sold in-state, said 
Jon Fredrikson, who tracks wine 
shipments through his Woodland- 
based company, Fredrikson, Gom- 
berg & Associates. 

The wine’s success has helped

knock a little of the starch out of 
the industry, said the wine indus- 
try consultant. 

“Certainly, it [has] created this 
interest among consumers to seek 
out wine values,” Fredrikson said. 
“It certainly plants a seed in every- 
one’s mind about what you get for 
the money.” 

Michael Mondavi, founder of 
Folio Fine Wine Partners, a Napa 
Valley-based importer and pro- 
ducer of high-end wines, takes 
the wine-glass-half-full approach 
to the Franzia effect. 

“I think Two Buck Chuck has 
helped to make people aware that 
wine is not just for special occa- 


sions,” says Mondavi, a longtime 
friend of Franzia’s. 

“I also believe that the vast 
majority of the people who origi- 
nally start buying Two Buck Chuck, 
within a period of a year, trade up 
to better wines.” 

Industry veteran Richard Peter- 
son, who worked for decades at E. & 
J. Gallo and other major California 
wineries, sees Franzia as the guy 
Napa vintners love to hate. 

“I enjoy watching them spar,” he 
says with a chuckle. 

“We do business with many, 
many people in Napa,” Franzia 
said. “A lot of my friends are in 
Napa. Part of the fun is just rub- 
bing their nose in it a little bit and. 
I’m sure, vice versa.” 

That brings out some friendly 
barbs from Mondavi. 

“He says no wine is worth over 
$10,” says Mondavi, whose family’s 
wines include the new I’M line that 
runs from $13 to $20. “I say, ‘Yeah, 
you’re right, Fred, unless they’re my 
wines, because I’ve seen you buy 
’em.” 

But Franzia maintains he is 
true to his principles, even when 
the wine in question is his. Bronco’s 
Napa Ridge Napa Valley Reserve 
often costs more than $10 because 
it is made with more expensive 
grapes. 

Does he drink it?

It was once the stuff of bikers and 
rebels. It meant danger. Poison. 
Trouble ahead. Now the skull- 
and- crossbones design more like- 
ly means “Pirates of the Carib- 
bean” and a boatload of related 
merchandise. 

To accompany its franchise’s 
third installment, Disney is unveil- 
ing pirate products from couture 
fashions to costume jewelry, plus 
toys, shoes, electronics, furniture 
and even “healthy pirate snacks 
for energy.”

man, pointing to couturiers such as 
Alexander McQueen. “And Disney 
did a great job exploiting it.” 

“‘Pirates’ is not responsible at all 
for making it cool,” he said. “What 


it’s done is skewed 
the skull and cross- 
bones younger.” 

Pirate-y trappings, particular- 
ly the skull- and- crossbones sym- 
bol, have been adopted by various 
groups since pirates disappeared in 
the 18th century, said Kevin Jones 
of the Fashion Institute of Design 
& Merchandising. 

Back when tattoos were 
taboo, the skull and crossbones 
was a common antisocial motif, 
he said. Bikers in the 1960s and 
’70s sported the symbol to identify 
themselves as anti- establishment. 
Heavy-metal bands did the same 
in the 1980s, also adding scarves, 
rings and earrings. Skateboarders 
followed, then the Goths. 

“I saw a skull- and- crossbones 
Hello Kitty,” Jones said. “When 
you see that, you know it has 
been totally divested of any of its 


toxic power.” 

Professor Leo Brandy, a cultural 
historian at the University of South- 
ern California, said pirates disap- 
peared so long ago that they’ve 
become romanticized. “There’s 
always that kind of nostalgia for 
those rebels of the past,” he said. 

He noted that “Pirates” isn’t the 
first film to anchor itself in pop cul- 
ture. Everyone wanted leather jack- 
ets and engineer boots after Marlon 
Brando sported them in “The Wild 
One,” for example. 

When a movie is accompanied 
by a bounty of products, its cultural 
influence is more widespread. “It’s 
partially people’s identification with 
it, but it’s also the merchandizing,” 
Brandy said. 

The skull and crossbones may 
no longer be tough, but that just 
makes it more popular. “It’s very 
trendy right now, and a lot of peo- 
ple are wearing them who maybe 
wouldn’t have before,” said Disney’s 
Heather Oster. “It has a bit of that 
rock ’n’ roll feel, so you can kind of 
be bad but not too bad, and all in 
a fun way.” sandy cohen (ap)

Though the online con- 
fessional doesn’t sound like the pin- 
nacle of mental health, I doubt the 


anger developed in a cyberspace vac- 
uum. The problem is, though the site 
might give you a brief high as you 
press “Post,” they’re not directed 


at anyone who can really help you, 
nor do they address the roots of the 
problem. Your husband, not some 
random 23 -year- old mother of two 


from Des Moines, is the one who 
needs to hear these feelings. 

I know it’s a lot more scary to 
think of saying these things out 
loud to him. But it’s also your only 
real shot at change. You owe it to 
your family to communicate your 
feelings and give your husband a 
chance to address them. I promise 
that marriage counseling would be 
a much more healthful environment 
for your emotional expression than 
the wild, wild Web. 

Q Years ago I had a 
brief sexual rela- 
tionship with a very 
unstable woman. 

She was whiny, negative and 
clingy, and I still regret get- 
ting involved with her. Through 
a series of very unfortunate 
happenings, she’s come back 
into my life and has met my 
wife. I’m very uncomfortable

The past is the past, and though 
transparency is always a great rule 
of thumb in marriage, if this woman 
has simply been introduced to your 
wife at a party, there’s no need for a 
dramatic reading of that portion of 
your relationship resume.

MOVES FOR MOMS 

Sit-ups are a no-no right after 
giving birth because women 
have a tendency to develop dis- 
tended stomachs that way, says 
Erin O’Brien.

Most doctors advise wait- 
ing six weeks after giving birth to 
start exercising again, but you can 
stretch almost immediately. One 
of O’Brien’s favorites involves 
lying flat on your back with your 
knees bent. Realign the spine 
with a “wee pelvictilt,’’then send 
your arms back overhead with an 
inhale; exhale while letting them 
slidealongtheground backtothe 
sides of your body. 

After you getthe OK from 
your doctorto begin exercis- 
ing, get back into that position 
on the ground. But instead of 
justtilting your pelvis, bring it 
up off the ground until you’re in 
a hip bridge.

But it would take an unusual- 
ly large amount of testosterone 
to increase lean mass in just two 
weeks. The answer to your ques- 
tion isthis: inflammation. When 
you startafitness program, your 
body mustadaptto the new stimu- 
lus. Thefirst reaction is called the 
alarm phase. You may feel muscle 
soreness one or two days after you 
train an area. Because of the dam- 
age to your muscle tissue, your 
body must go through a healing 
process. There will beafluid build- 
up as more blood goesto those 
areas. 

So, your pants are fitting tight- 
er because of the inflammation 
caused by training your muscles. 
As your muscles become better 
trained, your legs will actually slim 
down.

If half the students were crying 
or fussing during a regular fit- 
ness class, the instructor might 
call them a bunch of babies. But in 
Brandy Carlson’s class last week 
in Rockville, she wouldn’t have 
heard any arguments — the dis- 
ruptive ones are, in fact, infants. 

Welcome to Baby Boot Camp 
(babybootcamp.com). “You’re stuck 
with this new body, and you want 
to do something about it,” explains 
Andrea McEvoy, who boot- camped 
in California after the birth of her 
first child. She franchised the con- 
cept in Montgomery County when 
she moved there in early 2005, and 
now has five area meet-up locations 
(generally shopping malls for bad 
weather and public green spaces on 
sunnier days), with more on the way. 
Through power walks, resistance 
bands, Pilates-based core moves 
and Other exercises, moms can 
regain their former figures. 

The key is to think of postnatal 
fitness as rehab, says celebrity trainer 
Erin O’Brien, whose DVD “Postnatal 
Rescue” ($15, acacialifestyle.com) 


hits shelves Tuesday. Even as a pro 
who had done absolutely everything 
to stay fit during her first pregnancy, 
she was blown away by how her body 
reacted. “I felt like I’d been hit by a 
truck. I expected to spit the baby out 
and hop on a mountain bike the next 
day, but even going to the bathroom 
was an ordeal,” she says. 

With posture out of whack, stom- 
ach muscles wrecked and backaches, 
returning to a hardcore fitness regi-

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Why Shue Shines 

The actress has a new movie (and game) 



Back before Elizabeth Shue had 
any “Adventures in Babysitting,” 
she was dealing with a daunting 
challenge in real life: being a girl 
playing on all-boys soccer teams 
growing up in the 1970s. 

Her brother Andrew Shue (who 
played for the L.A. Galaxy 
long before Becks made it 
cool) was inspired by her 
experiences to develop the 
movie “Gracie ” opening 
Friday, about a girl fight- 
ing to — you got it — play on 
an all-boys soccer team in the 
1970s. Elizabeth Shue plays Grade’s 
mom, but she’s training just as hard 
as she did 30 years ago. 

Rumor has it you’re training to 
become a tennis star. True? 

It’s my personal goal to play at the very 
lowest level of professional tennis. I 
didn’t mean for this to be out in the 
world, but somehow it is. The movie 
had an effect on my need to pursue 
athletic challenges. The reactions 
have been split — some people are 
inspired that someone in their 40s 
wants to try this, and other people 
have made fun of me. I was almost 
wondering if I should quit. But, like 
Gracie, I’m going to fight. 

So, how do you make this happen? 

I’m training hard for about two 
hours a day with a good coach. 
The cardio part is very intense 
and then I get down on the floor 
and do my push-ups. It’s been a lot 
of lunges and the strengthening of 
my calves. And being a mother of 
three and having a career, I have 
to do most of it just before I go to 
sleep. As women, we doubt our tal- 
ent as athletes.

The Deal With Dissolve 

Can injections really blast away the fat fronn one’s problenn areas? 


Ask personal trainers how to tar- 
get that last ounce of jiggle on 
your waist, and they’ll tell you 
spot reduction is a myth. But 
that might not be true if you’re 
willing to pony up a couple grand, 
suffer hundreds of injections 
and swell up for a few weeks. 

Such is the promise of lipodissolve, 
a cosmetic procedure that earned 
raves in Europe before becoming the 
buzz of Hollywood. (It’s rumored to 
be the force behind Britney’s recent 
svelteness.) And lipodissolve is heat- 
ing up in D.C., too, with more spots 
offering the service, including a new 
medical chain devoted exclusively 
to the injectable compound. 

But what is it? The combina- 
tion of phosphatidylcholine (a soy- 
derived substance that mimics an 
element of human cell membranes) 
and deoxycholate (a synthetic bile 
salt) is said to break down fat depos- 
its and send them out of the body 
via urine. The side effects — swell- 
ing, bruising, burning — might not 


sound fun, but compared to liposuc- 
tion, it’s a dream: It’s thousands of 
dollars cheaper and requires only a 
topical anesthetic. Plus, you can go 
to work the next day, albeit in comfy 
clothes that’ll hide the bulges you’ll 
boast for a few weeks. 

“There are no divots, lumps or 
downtime,” explains the Center for 
Laser Surgery’s Dr. Robert Adrian, 
who three years ago was the first 
physician in D.C. to offer the service. 
One of his priorities is making sure 
patients are suited for the procedure. 
Because lipodissolve attacks indi- 
vidual pockets of fat, it’s meant for 
healthy people who haven’t been able 
to reduce certain areas through diet 
and exercise. “If you take someone 
who’s 100 pounds overweight, they’ll 
be disappointed,” he says. 

Because of the side effects, practi- 
tioners (reputable ones, at least) will 
inject only so much of the compound 
during a single session, so patients 
must select one area to focus on at a 
time. Treatments are usually spaced 
six to eight weeks apart, and it may 


take anywhere from two to six weeks 
to achieve the desired results. 

Gabrielle, 48, who lives in 
Rockville, was willing to be patient 
(and be a patient) to banish her love 
handles. “I did ‘Slim In 6’ videos 
religiously. I bought the Bean. I did 
push-ups. I ran. I did ab crunches 
this way and that way. But the fat

wouldn’t go away,” she says. It didn’t 
matter to her that her husband told 
her she had a “killer body” — she 
wanted to wear pants without hav- 
ing a muffin top. 

So, she turned to MedSculpt, the 
first in a planned lipodissolve chain 


that opened in Rockville in January 
(a second location in the Tysons area 
is in the works). Its medical board 
lists two very impressive local 
names — Dr. Scott Spear, chief 
of plastic surgery at Georgetown 
University Hospital, and Dr. Roger 
Friedman, who is on the faculties 
of both Georgetown and George 
Washington universities. 

That cred convinced Ellen, 49, 
of Gaithersburg, who had been a 
patient of Friedman’s. She had been 
considering a tummy tuck for a stub- 
born bit of flab on her otherwise tiny 
frame. “I’ve had people at gyms say, 
‘That’s just the way it is,”’ she says. 
But Friedman suggested lipodis- 
solve instead — and after coping 
with the swollen midsection and 
black-and-blue skin, she’s dropped 
a pants size. “I can’t wait to put on 
a bathing suit,” she gushes. 

Patients like her have been 
spreading the gospel of lipodis- 
solve, leading to increasing demand, 
says Dr. Shannon Ginnan, medi- 
cal director of the Reveal MedSpa 


chain. “We’ve been watching the 
market for a while. These proce- 
dures have been around long enough 
and there’s a fair amount of data 
that they work and are safe,” he says. 
So, Reveal added “LipoShape” to its 
menu in February, advertising it as 
“lunchtime lipo.” 

A few weeks ago at the Rockville 
location, Ginnan was giving 42-year- 
old Sally, a mother of two, her sec- 
ond belly treatment. She had initially 
complained of a “pooch,” but when 
she lifted her shirt, her tummy was 
virtually flat. Ginnan managed to 
find enough soft fat to delineate the 
circle he would focus on (he’s had to 
turn away patients for being too thin), 
and started injecting the compound 
with a special five-needle syringe. 
Sally got 190 injections in about 15 
minutes, but said it just felt like a 
light pinching, thanks to the anes- 
thetic she’d rubbed on earlier. And 
then it was off for some lunch. 

After all, starving oneself puts 
your body in fat storage mode, 
Ginnan reminds. And habits are 
important to the long-term results 
of the procedure. “If you’re living a 
healthy lifestyle, the fat removal is 
permanent,” Friedman says. 

But not all doctors are jump- 
ing on the bandwagon. Dr. Michael 
Olding, chief of plastic surgery at 
George Washington University 
Hospital and director of the 
Cosmetic Surgery and Laser Center 
at GW, refuses to inject patients 
with the stuff. “This is a technique 
that hasn’t proven safe and effec- 
tive. To me, it’s the sort of thing 
that reminds me of modern-day 
snake oil,” he says. Lipodissolve 
isn’t approved by the FDA, and 
phosphatidylcholine is banned in 
Brazil. And Olding says he knows 
why: In the past three months, 
three patients have come to him 
after botched lipodissolve jobs. 
“They’re lumpy, hard, asymmet- 
ric,” he says. 

For anyone who decides to try 
it, he suggests asking a few ques- 
tions: Who’s doing the injecting? Is 
he or she trained? And what’s being 
injected? The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention reported 
that there was an outbreak of nasty 
skin reactions in D.C. in 2005 after 
an unlicensed provider let loose with 
a syringe filled with artichoke and 
thuja plant extracts. 

“Cheap, easy and non- surgical, 
that’s the name of the game today,” 
Olding says. But realize that nothing 
is a miracle, vicky hallett (express)

Good-for-You Griiiing 

Ditch the hamburger and serve healthier grub at your barbecue 



Grilling doesn’t have to mean 
marbled rib eyes or fatty sau- 
sages. Swordfish is a tremen- 
dous source of low-fat protein, 
and the vegetables and sweet 
potatoes suggested here offer 
antioxidants, fiber and a great 
splash of color. Compare this 
with a greasy burger and a lump 
of gloppy potato salad and you’ll 
enjoy it even more. 

Rosemary- Rubbed 
Sweet Potatoes 

WHAT YOU’LL NEED: Sweet potatoes, 
fresh rosemary, olive oil, fresh 
coarsely ground pepper 
DiRECTiONS: Wash the sweet potatoes 
and cut them in half lengthwise. 
Bake, skin down on the rack, for 
10 to 15 minutes in a 400 F oven. 


Remove and refrigerate uncovered 
until cool to the touch. Brush a lit- 
tle olive oil onto each sweet potato, 
then rub some fresh rosemary onto 
the potatoes, leaving some pieces 
on them. Add pepper and place 
on the grill, open side down, for 
15 minutes. Flip to the skin side 
and grill for another 10 minutes, 
or until tender. 

TIP: Sprinkle on more rosemary dur- 
ing grilling — it smells great! 

Swordfish Steaks 

WHAT YOU’LL NEED: Swordfish steaks 
(about 1/2 inch thick), salt-free 
lemon pepper, olive oil 
DIRECTIONS: Rinse the swordfish 
in cool water, then lightly sprinkle 
lemon pepper on the side that will 
be facedown on the grill. Lightly oil 


the grill and place the swordfish fil- 
lets on it. Leave them on the grill for 
5 to 6 minutes undisturbed — the 


less they’re handled, the less likely 
it is they’ll fall apart. Sprinkle some 
lemon pepper on the top side, flip 


and grill for another 5 minutes, or 
until the fish flakes with a fork. 
TIP: To test doneness, insert the 
point of a sharp knife and twist. 
This allows you to see inside with- 
out breaking apart the fillet. 

Vegetable Kebabs 

WHAT YOU’LL NEED: Zucchini, yellow 
squash, cherry tomatoes, orange bell 
pepper, small mushrooms, yellow 
onion, fresh ground black pepper, 
olive oil 

DIRECTIONS: Wash all the vegeta- 
bles thoroughly. Cut everything 
but the tomatoes and mushrooms 
into chunks, then skewer all the veg- 
etables. Lightly brush them with 
olive oil and place them on the grill. 
Rotate them every 3 to 4 minutes 
while lightly seasoning with pep- 
per, until they’re slightly charred 
and tender. 

TIP: Vegetables don’t slip as much 
on wooden skewers, which are 
cheap and disposable. Just soak
